Many of 
them already are turning to England 
and Scotland tor l heir raw iron sup¬ 
plies. and doubtless would place big or¬ 
ders In the t’nlted States but for the 
abnormal freights. 

Among other measures decided on 
with u view to counteracting the very 
unfavorable exchange rate agnln«t Ger¬ 
many, the government in Berlin Issued 
ail export prohibition on bar "univers¬ 
al" and strip Iron, prescribing at the 
same time that consents for export 
shall be granted only w here a minimum 
pri.e fixed by It »H paid. With «t view 
to attaining this minimum price, th© 
sale ha* been placed in the iaiuds of 
the Steel 9\’orks Union In Dusseldorf. 
The conoequencs is that the German 
iron Trorirs are pre ve nted c a rr y - Inn ont 
the contracts they had entered Into 
with Dutch customer*, which bona fide 
contract s a ra thu s a nnull e d -In o r d e r 
to get higher prices. 

Meeting Held. 

At a meeting of the leading Dutch 
engineering and shipbuilding concerns 
nrfd connected trades a resolution wa« 
passed emphasizing that the carrying 
out-of the measure In question will 
cause serious damage to Dutch indus¬ 
try, and urging the Netherlands gov¬ 
ernment to take step* to get the ex¬ 
port prohibition withdrawn. ^ com¬ 
mittee was appointed and charged to 
make representations to the German 
authorities. Rome of the manufacturers 
present already had placed themselves 
in communication with British iron 
foundries with a view to obtaining 
their supplies, and a se-ond committee 
was nominated to prepare the way for 
securing other In in co n s i gnments in 
that country.

No export of bar Iron la now per¬ 
mitted from Germany below* a price df 
$3 60 gold per IWi kilograms, which 
means an in •'Tease of more than 60 per 
cent, on the running contracts. This 
loss Is Irrecoverable so far as the 
manufacturers are concerned, for It la 
out of tha question to transfer the bur¬ 
den to the shoulders of their customers 
In the case of contracts already entered 
Into.

« ncy in the food. Rickets, pellagra, and. 
ether disease* were In the same group 
of affections and due to something of 
the same cause. Riga when killed 
while suffering with such diseases 
nearly always allowed a dineasrd ali¬ 
mentary tract with sometimes ulcera¬ 
tion of the stomach, congestion, etc. 
Mr. Moor* had noticed an apparent 
Improvement in the 'pigs whose rice- 
meal diet waa augmented with hypo- 
phospliltea, but this waa due rather to 
the enlarged stomachs than to the gen- 
rrally Improved conditiou of the swine.
